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kindled , nnd by this means faving himfelf from the force of the 
Fire, for the fpace of two hours-, ihe Gentleman above-menti- 
oned being tlifen unwilling to hazard the Creature any further : 
That afterwards it lived nine Months •• That he had kept it ele- 
ven Months withoat any other food, but what it took by licking 
the Earth, on which it moved , and on which it had been broughr 
out of iht Indies i which at firft was covered with a thick moi- 
flure , but being dried afterwards , the Urin of the Animal ferved 
to moiften the fame. After the eleven Months , the Owner ha- 
ving a mind to try , how the Animal would do upon ItnUnn Earth , 
it dkd three dayes after it had changed the Earth.

Since nothing is more important for difcovering the Caufeof 
that Grand Phenomenon of Nature, the Flux and Reftnx of the 
Sea, than a true and full Hifory of the Tjdcs , the Firtuoft of
